t was a good time. 

The comics industry was settling in after better than 
a decade of unprecedented creative growth. New, 
young creators had flocked to New York and changed 
the look of comics forever. Few of these young turks 
would deny that they came to write and draw comics 
because they were inspired, motivated and challenged by the 
ground-breaking work of Stan Lee and Jack Kirby and, yes, Steve 
Ditko, who together had pulled Marvel Comics and the technique of 
comic book storytelling up by the bootstraps and created a refreshingly 

new and exciting standard for future writers and artists to aspire to. This 
influx of talent also rejuvenated the careers of a number of creators who had 
been working professionally for some time and had, perhaps, become a tad 
lethargic. Many of these rose to the challenge and began doing the best work of 
their careers to that point. Older names took on a new prominence and added to the 
feeling that this was a pretty cool time to be a comics creator. 

It was against this backdrop that whispers began to be heard that Carmine Infantino 
(DC’s Head Honcho) and Stan Lee (Marvel’s Marvelous Leader) had their executive 
heads together again. What were these wild ‘n’ crazy guys up to? 

We soon found out! 

The two (extremely competitive!) rival giants in comic books had agreed to join 
forces and publish the first-ever company crossover super-hero team book of all time! 
Nothing wishy-washy about this deal. Each company agreed to provide its 
“Centerpiece” character for the occasion: Superman vs. The Amazing Spider-Man! It 
also would be published in a different format: tabloid size: 10” x 13-1/2”. It would be 
the fans’ ultimate wish-fulfillment! It came as a shock to me. 

And the aftershock came when I discovered that I would be part of the creative team 
working on this historic publishing event. I think I took all of a microsecond to say yes! 
to the offer. And when Ross Andru’s beautifully drawn pages reached my drawing 
board, I was almost reluctant to ink them for fear of losing any of the wonderful, quirky, 
pleasingly distorted qualities that Ross brings to his work. Ross is a master storyteller 
and a fine craftsman with a wondrous ability to compose pictures (utilizing a canny 
grasp of deep space) that can make even the most mundane sequences play excitingly. 

The arrival of new pages was always an event. The artists in the 
studio would gather around as the package was opened. Then, 
accompanied by oh’s and ah’s (and a couple of wow!’s) we'd 
pass the pages around for everyone's perusal. None of 
us had ever seen Superman and Spider-Man in the 
same picture before, much less cavorting together 
for 96 pages — with Doctor Octopus and Lex 
Luthor as the heavies.to boot! It took the better 
part of seven months to finish the project, hav- 
ing to get approvals from both companies, 
each determined to protect the integrity of 
its own characters. 

Anyway, the rest, as they say, is history. 
More Marvel/DC crossovers followed 
apace but for me, none quite reached the 
excitement level of the first Superman/ 
Spider-Man, which I guess can be equat- 
ed with one’s first love...a special time 
gone but never to be quite forgotten.

thought they were crazy! 

The year was 1976, and I was working on staff at 
Archie Comics when I first heard that Marvel and 
DC planned to produce a crossover featuring 
Spider-Man and Superman. 


Sheesh! 
They had to be crazy to undertake such a ridiculously gruel- 
ing task. 

Few people outside of the industry have any idea of the massive 
effort involved in producing a single issue of a comic book. A plot can 
take anywhere from a morning’s inspiration to weeks of intensive conversa- 
tions before it is fully fleshed out. Most pencillers can draw one or maybe two 
complete pages a day. (I say most because there are many who need a few days 
to produce a single page...as well as the blessed rarities who can create more than 
two.) While it takes the average reader about twenty minutes to finish an entire comic, 
and hour and a half isn’t an outrageous amount of time for a scripter to spend on each 
and every page he dialogues. A very fast inker can usually average another two pages 
per day. And then, there’s all of the time involved with lettering, coloring, proofread- 
ing. and editing. 

Producing a single issue of a regular comic book can be an incredible physical, as 
well as mental, grind. Add to that the increased number of pages, and the fact that the 
creative people would have to be dealing with two distinct companies, editorial staffs 
and corporate agendas. 

Well, it was obvious to me that the creative people had to be crazy! 

But, love can make you do the craziest things! 

Crossovers like these are an intense labor of love — An exciting opportunity for the 

creative people to visit unexplored playgrounds! A fantastic chance for corporate 
officers to lay aside company politics, and play nice with each other! A magnifi- 
cent occasion for the merging of universes, and the mingling of characters! 
And, of course, a stunning time of wonder for the reader within us all! 
Ever since I joined Marvel Comics I’ve wanted to see more of these 
ridiculously grueling but incredibly entertaining crossovers. 
All my friends think I'm crazy! 
They’re probably right!

Intr 0 by Gerry Conway 


n 1975 I was at a turning 
point in my career. I’d 
accomplished so much of 
what I'd set out to do — I'd 
started writing comics at 15; 
I'd written for Marvel, DC, 
and Warren; I’d scripted my 
favorite heroes and heroines — Spider- 
Man, Thor, The Fantastic Four, 
Batman, Wonder Woman, Superman; 
I'd created a character called The 
Punisher; I’d been an editor at Marvel 
and DC; I'd done it all — and, in the 
arrogance of my youth (I was only 23), 
I wept (metaphorically) that there were 
no more worlds for me to conquer. 

Ha. 

Around this time a literary agent 
named David Obst, who’d represented 
Bob Woodward and Car! Bernstein 
(of All The President’s Men fame), 
approached Marvel’s Stan Lee and 
DC’s Carmine Infantino with a modest 
proposal. Why don’t DC and Marvel 
combine forces to produce the greatest 
team-up story of all time — Marvel’s 
wall-crawling webspinner in a battle 
royale with DC’s Man of Tomorrow — 
a Battle of the Century, a Clash of the 
Titans, a Tour de Force, a — 

Well, you get the idea. 

So did Stan and Carmine. Every fan 
(myself included) who'd ever enjoyed 
the adventures of those two characters 
must have wondered what would 
happen if... how they’d behave if... 
wouldn't it be great if... 

Again, you get the idea. 

With David acting as midwife and 
business go-between, the deal was 
made. Because I was one of only three 
people at the time who'd actually 
written for both characters, I got the 
assignment to script the story; for 
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similar reasons, Ross Andru and Dick 
Giordano were assigned to the art; and 
Roy Thomas was brought in as creative 
consultant. 

This was a fan’s dream come true: 
in 1975, there had never been a two- 
company team-up tale. Superman vs. 
The Amazing Spider-Man was the first, 
and Ross, Dick, Roy and I made the 
most of our opportunity. We played 
with the characters, we played with the 
disparity between their powers and 
their styles of storytelling, we played 
with the readers’ expectations, and 
we stretched ourselves to the limit. 

We wanted to tell a big story in big 
pictures, and that’s what we did, and 
even now, 16 years later, the darn thing 
still holds up. Not only did we get there 
first, we did a great job, and we had a 
blast along the way. 

Purists may complain that we never 
explained how Superman and Spider- 
Man ended up in the same “universe”; 
to our minds, how they got there was 
beside the point. There they were, we 
said: so now what? Since the whole 
enterprise was a wish-fulfillment 
fantasy come true, how’s and why’s 
seemed not only irrelevant, but crass — 
like someone telling a toddler Santa 
Claus is just an old man with a beard 
picking up spare change during the 
holidays. Kinda takes the fun out of it, 
don’t you think? 

A lot’s changed for me in the 16 
years since this story came out — I’ve 
grown up, and so has the comics field, 
and we’ve pretty much parted company 
— but this remains one of the personal 
high points of my career as a comics 
scribe. I hope you have as much fun 
reading it as I had writing it.

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Intr 0 by Marv Wolfman 


uring the course of 

my career I have 

been on staff at both 

Marvel and DC, so, in 

one way or another, 

I have been involved 
in all the DC-Marvel crossovers. 
I worked with the writers and artists. 
making notes and plot suggestions. 
But I was to get my turn at bat with the 
second Superman/Spider-Man team- 
up. And frankly, I couldn't wait. 

I've always...always said that my 
favorite super-hero of all time was 
Superman. Bar none. I've written 
Superman on and off during much of 
my career thus far. and was even for- 
tunate enough to be part of the latest 
Superman re-workings in designing 
the new Luthor and to some degree 
the more urban feel of the character. 

On the other hand, I was at the time 
the writer of Spider-Man who was. 
without fail, my favorite Marvel char- 
acter. He was the most fun to write, 
and I had written during my eight 
years there virtually every character 
they published. And finally I’d have 
the chance to put my two favorite 
heroes together. 

But writing crossovers is far more 
difficult than writing any regular 
books. There is an unwritten require- 
ment that the heroes of both compa- 
nies be played equally. You couldn't 
have Superman solve the entire case 
while Spider-Man watched from the 
side of a building simply because 
Superman could do everything Spider- 
Man could and more. You had to be, 
dare I say, politically correct. There 


were millions of fans of all the charac- 
ters used waiting for you to makea 
mistake. or to be seen favoring one 
hero or another. 

However, I had decided to leave 
Marvel in the fall of 1979 and move 
over to DC. I had hoped, of course, that 
I could continue to write the team-up 
story. but soon found that was impossi- 
ble. It was Marvel's turn to produce 
the book. The story wes turned over to 
Marvel's Editor-in-Chief, Jim Shooter, 
to write. 

Jim had created the Parasite back 
when he was a young teenager writing 
Superman. So the Parasite was an 
obvious choice for the DC villain. Dr. 
Doom was definitely a logical Marvel 
villain. At that time both the Hulk and 
Wonder Woman were on TV, and the 
companies requested they be includ- 
ed in the story as well. 

I came up with some other ideas, 
made a few more suggestions to Jim, 
and he went on to write a story that 
was magnificently illustrated by John 
Buscema and Joe Sinnott. I would 
have loved to write this book. Heck, 

I would have loved to write any of the 
team-ups, and I almost got my chance 
another time with the second Teen 
Titans/X-Men crossover, but just 
before we were supposed to go into 
production, DC and Marvel decided to 
end the crossovers for the foreseeable 
future. 

Well, this book you’re now holding 
proves that DC and Marvel are talking 
team-ups again. So perhaps I may still 
get my chance. 

Have fun with this. I know I did.

’m going to let you in ona 

little secret: in my almost 

quarter of a century asa 

comics professional, I can’t 

honestly recall ever meeting 

anyone who was in this busi- 
ness for the money. Oh, don’t misun- 
derstand me. It’s nice to get paid for 
what we do (terminal starvation hav- 
ing a decided tendency to abruptly 
shorten one’s career). But, for the most 
part, we who labor in these four-color 
fields do so out of love. 

You see, while it may appear to be 
the so-called adult comics profession- 
al who talks to his editor, negotiating 
page rates and discussing deadlines, 
it’s actually a ten-year-old kid who sits 
behind the typewriter/word processor 
and claps his hands gleefully at the 
thought of what he’s doing. 

“T can’t believe it,” the ten-year-old 
chortles to himself “I’m sitting here 
writing Superman (or Spider-Man, or 
the favorite hero of one’s choice), and 
they’re actually paying me to do it.” 

Or at least, that’s how it feels most 
of the time. 

Get the point? 

We do this stuff because it’s end- 
lessly fulfilling, because it’s all the 
boundless dreams and aspirations of 
childhood made real. But, mostly we 
just do it because it’s fun. 

Which brings us, at last, to the BAT- 
MAN/INCREDIBLE HULK crossover 
of which I was fortunate enough to be 
a part. 

Because, when it comes to fun, 
people, I’ve rarely had more. 

Whenever fans ask me who my sin- 
gle favorite character is, who I’ve most 
enjoyed writing, I have to tell there 
are actually two. At DC, it is, was, and 
probably always will be The Batman; 
and at Marvel, it was definitely The 


Incredible Hulk. I’ve had my two 
longest regular runs as writer on those 
characters and, if the opportunity pre- 
sented itself tomorrow to write either 
of them again, you can’t believe how 
quickly I'd be back at the keyboard. 

So when I was approached by Julius 
Schwartz regarding the possibility of 
my actually handling a team-up of 
those two characters, I set an Olympic 
record jumping at the chance. The fact 
that this particular story was going to 
be pencilled by José Luis Garcia- 
Lopéz, one of the most extraordinarily 
talented artists with whom it has ever 
been my pleasure to collaborate, 
didn’t exactly dull my enthusiasm 
none either. 

This story provided my first real 
opportunity to play around in the 
miasmic mind of The Joker, easily one 
of the most perversely inspiring char- 
acters in the history of this business, 
as well as a chance to revisit the mys- 
terious Shaper of Worlds, whom I'd 
already used in The Hulk. It also pro- 
vided an interesting set of challenges. 

For example. how does one stage a 
battle between a behemoth who can 
level buildings and a human being 
who, while certainly one of the world’s 
greatest athletes, is hardly stronger 
than any ordinary man?

Intro by Chris Claremont 


o there we were, Weezie 
(Louise Simonson) and I, 
sitting in her back corner 
office at the end of Editor’s 
Row in what was then 
Marvel’s fairly brand- 
spanking new Park Avenue 

South offices, mulling over this new 

project we were embarking on — 

an intercompany crossover between 

Marvel’s X-MEN and DC’s NEW 

TEEN TITANS. 

And I’m doing what I love to do, 
which is spin yarns for my editors. 
Find a perch in their offices, more 
often than not after a delightful lunch 
which puts everybody in a more 
receptive frame of mind, and expound 
excitedly on my latest sequence of 
ideas. 

For me, stories often start with a 
visual image, a core element from 
which the rest of the tale organically 
grows. In this instance, I knew from 
the start what it would be: the vastness 
of the celestial stage, at the End of 
Everything, so far from what we 
consider space that what appear to 
be stars scattered few and very far 
between overhead are in reality whole 
galaxies. In the heart of that Darkness 
flares a light — but “flare” is a weak 
word for a moment that should rival 
the first primordial spark that ignited 
the first star to blaze in the Heavens 
when the Universe was born — a 
light that coheres into human form, 

a creature of terrible beauty, an 
Archangel made flesh, who demands 
imperiously: “Who summons Dark 
Phoenix?” To be answered, attitude 
for attitude, by a giant of a being who 
considers himself her match in every 
respect: “I...Darkseid!” 

At which point, none other than 


Walter Simonson — Weezie’s husband 
and one of the premier storytellers (as 
writer and artist) in the field — pokes 
his bearded visage through her doorway 
and asks, cheerfully, “Did somebody 
mention Darkseid?” “Yeah,” I said, 
“X-Men, Teen Titans, Dark Phoenix, 
Darkseid, New Gods, the possible end 
of the Universe.” And he sort of said, 
“Need an artist?” And we were off and 
running with a concept and a creative 
team. Now all we had to do was 
hammer it into shape as a story. 

Which we did, over a couple of 
marathon all-night plotting sessions 
at Walt and Weezie’s house, putting all 
the pieces in play, seeing how they’d fit 
— first together as a coherent story and 
then (a far more difficult undertaking) 
into a required number of pages. I still 
have the plot notes, I still remember 
those as two of the more pleasurable 
nights of my professional life. 

That embodies the creative process 
at its best. Having an idea, shaping it, 
in collaboration. Each participant 
building on the work of the person 
who’s gone before, yielding aspects of 
their own desires as the other 
collaborator will in return, all to 
create the best possible story all are 
capable of. And having a rollicking 
good time in the process. 

Doesn’t happen often. But when it 
did — thankfully still does — the end 
results make up for a whole lot of grief. 
That our story was good was an 
achievement unto itself. That it 
remains so a decade or more after the 
fact is something to be proud of. 

We had fun creating it; we hope 
you enjoy reading it — and maybe, 
somewhere, somewhen, come back 
for more.

Bios 


TERRY AUSTIN started out as a student of, and then assistant 
to, Dick Giordano before teaming up with Marshall Rogers to ink 
Batman in DETECTIVE COMICS. Since then he has labored on various 
series, including THE X-MEN, STAR WARS, CAMELOT 3000, DR. 
STRANGE, INDIANA JONES, SUPERMAN, LEGENDS OF THE DARK 
KNIGHT, THE NEW MUTANTS, and ADVENTURES OF CAPTAIN 
AMERICA. He recently concluded a four-year run as the writer of the 
adventures of CLOAK AND DAGGER and has also written issues of 
POWER PACK, EXCALIBUR, MARVEL FANFARE, WHAT THE —?, and 
an X-MEN ANNUAL. Terry is a ten-time recipient of the Eagle Award 
from the comics fans of Great Britain, as well as the Saturn, Alley and 
Comics Buyer’s Guide Awards from the fans in the U.S. for favorite inker 
of the year. 


J OHN BUSCEMA started with Marvel Comics in 1948, left 

in 1950, and returned in 1966 after a stint in advertising. Since then, 

he has worked on SILVER SURFER, THOR, FANTASTIC FOUR, THE 
INCREDIBLE HULK, DAREDEVIL, SPIDER-MAN, WOLVERINE, and 
his own personal favorite —- CONAN, THE BARBARIAN. After working 
on CONAN for ten years, John left the book for other projects, but has 
recently returned to pencil THE-'SAVAGE SWORD OF CONAN. 


GERRY CONWAY began his comics career in 1968 and was a 
writer/editor for both DC and Marvel, writing for every major character 
in the field except for the modern-day X-MEN. He created The Punisher 
in an early issue of THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN and created FIRE- 
STORM for DC. He also holds the distinction of having the longest 
tenure as writer of JUSTICE LEAGUE OF AMERICA — over ten years. 
Gerry has also written short stories, novels and animation scripts. Along 
with Roy Thomas, he wrote the screenplays for Ralph Bakshi’s Fire and 
Ice, as well as Conan, The Destroyer. Gerry is currently a writer/producer 
of the “Father Dowling” television series and is the father of a beautiful 
daughter named Cara. 


J OHN COSTANZA entered the comics field in the late 1960s, 


lettering such ground-breaking series as Denny O’Neil and Neal 
Adams’s GREEN LANTERN/GREEN ARROW and Jack Kirby’s NEW 
GODS. An accomplished cartoonist, he is currently developing a line 
of educational comics for children. 
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DICK GIORDANO graduated from Manhattan’s School of 


Industrial Arts and began his apprenticeship at Jerry Igor’s studio in 
1952. He later freelanced at Charlton Comics until 1965 when he became 
their managing editor. Two years later he joined DC Comics, where he 
edited features that included AQUAMAN and THE SECRET SIX, and 
contributed his artistic talents to BATMAN, GREEN LANTERN/GREEN 
ARROW, among others. Today, he is DC’s Vice President/Editorial 
Director and lives with his wife in Connecticut where he wakes up every 
morning at 4 a.m. and inks a comic book page or two until 7 a.m. He has 
observed this routine for 25 of his 35 years as a comics professional, and 
swears by the productivity that results from this quiet time. 


GLYNIS OLIVER grew up in England in the 1950s and in 1971 


found herself first at DC and then at Marvel, learning the art of coloring 
comics. Roy Thomas gave her a chance on his AVENGERS series and soon 
she was working with Marie Severin on covers. For five years she headed 
the Coloring Department at Marvel before leaving to work at her home in 
Massachusetts. Over the years, she has worked on most of Marvel’s titles 
but most consistently on THE X-MEN, which remains her favorite. 


TOM ORZECHOWSKI has been the letterer for THE 
UNCANNY X-MEN since 1973. He has also written stories for X-MEN 
CLASSICS, and his other credits include: creator of the popular 
WOLVERINE logo, acting director of Taskforce X, working member of 
Studio Proteus (a studio dedicated to translating Japanese comics for 
the American market). Of late, Tom is the letterer and touch-up artist on 
VENUS WARS for Darkhorse, as well as providing his numerous talents 
to various other projects. Tom prefers old blues music above all else, 
covets his various Ink Pot Awards, and rues the day that he misspelled 
Jack Abel’s name. 


J OE ROSEN started working for Detective Comics and Harvey 
Comics in the early 1940s, but his lettering career was interrupted when 
he was drafted after the bombing of Pearl Harbor. Joe returned to 
comics after the war, and in the early 1970s he started working as a 
letterer for Marvel Comics. His credits include long stints on SPIDER- 
MAN, X-FACTOR, DAREDEVIL, and THE INCREDIBLE HULK. When 
Joe is not at a Mets game, he can be found hunched over his drafting 
table, smoking a pipe, and lettering THE NEW WARRIORS, CAPTAIN 
AMERICA, and many other Marvel titles. 


WALT SIMONSON became interested in dinosaurs at an early 


age and went to college to study paleontology; however, he blew off sci- 
ence for comics, graduated from the Rhode Island School of Design and 
gained fame and recognition in the early 1970s with Archie Goodwin on 
MANHUNTER. He then waltzed through THE RAMPAGING HULK, 
BATMAN, THOR, X-FACTOR, THE FANTASTIC FOUR and a lot of 
other interesting stuff. And he’s still dancing. 


JIM SHOOTER started his career in 1965 at the age of 13, selling 


stories to DC Comics, making him the youngest professional comics 
writer ever. For years, he wrote features for SUPERMAN, SUPERBOY, 
BATMAN, SUPERGIRL and other top DC characters. In 1976 he accept- 
ed the position of Associate Editor at Marvel Comics and was promoted 
to Editor-in-Chief in 1978. As Marvel’s creative head, he was responsible 
for the introduction of deluxe formats and graphic novels, the develop- 
ment of Hasbro Toys’ G.I. JOE and TRANSFORMERS for comics, and for 
leading Marvel to a position of dominance in the industry. In 1987 Jim 
left Marvel to work as a freelance writer, and in 1989 he launched 
Voyager Communications Inc., which under its Valiant imprint publish- 
es comics and children’s books including MAGNUS ROBOT FIGHTER 
and NINTENDO COMICS SYSTEM. 


J OE SINNOTT has been working for Marvel since 1950. For the 


first twelve of those years, he performed his own pencilling and inking 
chores. Since then, he has inked and finished art on more titles than he 
can list. He has had especially long runs on THE FANTASTIC FOUR 
and THOR, which, to this day, remain his personal favorites. Altogether, 
Joe has produced over 20, 000 pages for Marvel. 


LEN WEIN began his career as a comics scripter in 1969 with 
stories for DC’s HOUSE OF MYSTERY and HOUSE OF SECRETS. He 
later went on to write SUPERMAN, WONDER WOMAN, THE FLASH, 
GREEN LANTERN, JUSTICE LEAGUE, THE PHANTOM STRANGER, 
THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN, THE MIGHTY THOR, THE FANTASTIC 
FOUR and dozens more. But he is perhaps best known as the co-creator, 
with Berni Wrightson, of DC’s SWAMP THING, with Carmine Infantino 
of DC’s THE HUMAN TARGET (soon to be a prime time television 
series), with Dave Cockrum, of Marvel’s THE NEW X-MEN, and lastly 
with Herb Trimpe of Marvel’s WOLVERINE. He has also written televi- 
sion animation scripts for such shows as The Transformers and C.O.P.S. 
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
